An original In¬ 
vestment of $63,000 baa bad to be In¬ 
creased to half a million, and now tbe 
plant greedily requires $140,000 more, 
for wnich tbe city counollmen are afraid 
to ask tbe citizens. As It Is, tbe city is 
now paying private companies $200 a 
olgbt to light streets which tbe muni¬ 
cipal plant cannot light. 

La Porte, Indians, which acquired a 
municipal water plant, has defaulted 00 
the payment of Its bond* and Interest 
since 1904, and ault has been commenced 
asking that the property be sold and a 
reseiver appointed. 

The citizens of Beattie last month, 
after a careful Investigation of muni* 
ctpal ownership plants, voted against 
the city acquiring its own street rail¬ 
way. 

Boston, Chicago, Omaha, Muncle and 
Marlon, Iod., Richmond, Va., Wbeellog. 
West Va.,*and many other cities have 
all bad experience with muolclpal own. 
ereblp, which they regret and which 
cost them beav ly. 

Ur Dalrymple, the Scottish expert on 
municipal ownership, after au examina¬ 
tion of conditions here, dtclared that 
municipal ownerselp could not be made 
a success in this country because of the 
dominant political conditions. 

Expeits recently reported at a con¬ 
vention of Illuminating companies that 

"at this moment municipal ownership 
In this country Is a mere political expe¬ 
dient." 

Other experts who have made Inves¬ 
tigations for cities contemplating tbe 
purchase of private plants and convert¬ 
ing them Into municipal plants, declare 
that In numerous Instances of muni¬ 
cipal ownership appointments to tbe 
public service are made on a basis of 
political favoritism, with no adequate 
regard for the efficiency of the employ¬ 
ees; that the administrative bodies 
are honeycombed with graft In the pur¬ 
chase of supplies, and that tbe public 
funds are not guarded with the same 
seDse of economy as the funds of a pri¬ 
vate corporation. 


\fdirk Tax Mill*. 

The city of N?wt»ik tax hills are In 
the bands of taxpayers, and.as was anti¬ 
cipated, there are a large number of ap¬ 
peals to the Couoty Tax Board It Is 
estimated that It will take until near tbe 
end of December for toe board to die- 
pope of the Newark appeal*. Ia moat 
cases the complaint waa on account of 
locreaaed valuation*, hut whether there 
was an Increase In the total bill over 
last year or not, there eeemed to be tbe 
tame objection. Even those who con¬ 
fessed that their taxes upon the $1.74 
rate would be lower with tbe new valua¬ 
tions than they were under tbe old sys¬ 
tem at the $2.26 rate, objected, because, 
they aald, the low rate would be only 
temporary, while the high valuations 
would remain tbe same. "Next year," 
they said, "tbe rate will rise, but we 
will never be able to get the valuations 
dowo," 

While the valuations are, as a rule, 
much higher than a year ago, few au¬ 
thenticated cases "f assessments beyood 
the market value ji n known, and these 
seem to be Miote which can be easily 
corrected by the C\ uLty Board of Equal¬ 
ization, to whom appeals can be made. 
Tbe difference between the old rate and 
the new Is 52 points, and, according to 
arithmetic, an increase In valuations of 
30 per oent. would still leave tne total 
tax the same as last year. Pew cen¬ 
trally located properties have been raised 
more than that, although many touch 
nearly the figure. The great Increases 
have been In smaller properties In out¬ 
side dlstilctp. Io Ihese the valuations 
have often been doubled, and while the 
figure is etlll somewhat below the prloes 
at which the owners hold the property, 
tbe fact that they will have to pay a con¬ 
siderable sum more than they paid paid 
last year arouses th^-lr Ire, and when 
they are told that ib* rate this year Is 
probably as low as they are likely to see 
lo tbe future, they grow warmer etlll In 
their objections.
